UxrII. you come to live in Italy, you do not realise 
the extent to which gambling is fosteyed by Government. 
‘There is not a street in any town of importance which 
has not its lottery-office—some streets, indeed, have two 
or three—and every sort of device is employed to allure 
those who can least afford to lose. ana 
Every Saturday, in each of the eight principal towns 
of Italy. a lottery is drawn in one of the public squares. 
The Mayor p ; i 
boy from the cathedral attends in his surplice to draw 
the numbers out of an urn like a coffee - roaste. 
The numbers are from 1 to 90, and five of them are 
drawnevery week. Anysum,froma y upwards, may be 
invested on the 3 of either one. two, three, or 
four numbers. The odds offered are: 101 to 1 agai 
one number called estrattv, 250 to 1 against two 
numbers called ambo, 4,250 to 1 against three numbers 
called terno, and 60,000 to 1 agnines four numbers called 
quaterno. It is considered so impossible that any one 
could guess all five numbers, and the odds would be so 
prodigious, that the five are left out of the calculation.
